them, as I have nor bin hitherto, praiſed be God, but in ſix trou- 
bles!the Lord delivered,me andin the ſeventh which is this I am 
now under ) no evil is yet comeunto me, wh:ch hath been ſeven 
trials and perſecutions that I have had for the vvitneſs of Jeſus, 
and by vvhich the Lord hath alſo tryed and proved me, vvhether 
the Leſſon he at firſt taught me, To truſt in him, and deny my 
ſelf for him, vvere ſtil ovvned, and not forgotten nor denyed by 
me; in which through him 1 have been hitherto faichful, &ſhall
